Insurance Commissioner’s 
Report. 


The State Insurance Commissioner 
has recently made his animal report. 
It is dated July 1, 1873, but it contains 
reports of insurance companies doing: 
business in this State for the year end­ 
ing December 31, 1872. 
From it we 
glean some very interesting items on 
the subject of life insurance. 
TWO MILLIONS SENT EAST ANNUALLY. 
The report shows that the total 
amount of premiums paid iu this 
etattflrt 187ÍÍ, was ¡¿>3,731,887 4l’—over 
nix dollarh to every yian, woman and 
vhfld in the State—or over t h i r t y 


DOLE Alts FOR THE H EA D OF EVERY 
FAMILY ! This money does not all go 
out of the State. There were during 
that year two California Life Insur­ 
ance Companies (there is only one now) 
which received $340,414 70; leaving 
*3,339,451 00 to be paid to Eastern 
companies. 
Hut that amount did not 
all go East. The Eastern companies 
paid on matured policies in this State 
the sum of $047,021, reducing the above 
sum still further to ¡*2,739,451 66. This 
sum was still further reduced, and Ave 
desire to give the companies the en­ 
tire benefit of the Commissioner’s fig­ 
ures. There were so-called dividends 
allowed policy holders; that is, policy­ 
holders had been overpaying the com­ 
panies to such an extent that the com­ 
panies, after having the use of the 
money for a few years, returned a 
small portion of it to the policy-hold­ 
ers. The x’eport does not show how 
much lms been thus returned as divi­ 
dends to California policy-holders, but 
one table shows the amount of divi­ 
dends allowed to a ll of the policy­ 
holders of the companies doing busi­ 
ness on this coast, to be about twenty 
percent, of their income. Taking this 
as a basis, we estim ate the amount of 
dividends paid to California policy­ 
holders to be $077,294 53. 
Making 
this deduction from the above amount 
arid we find the amount actually sent 
to the Eastern States by policy-hold­ 
ers on this coast, over and above all 
amounts paid by the Eastern compan­ 
ies to parties in this State asdividends 
and benefits, to be $2,062,117 13, or 
about three dollars and a half to oA'ory 
man, woman and child in the State, or, 
say, eighteen dollars to the head of 
every family. This is a startling fact. 
Two millions of money thrown away 
annually! 
We say thrown away, be­ 
cause there is that sum paid annually 
11v the citizens of California to go out 


of the State—never to return again — 
more than they ought to pay to secure 
the benefits they derive from Life In­ 
surance. The twenty-seven compan­ 
ies doing business in this State in 
1872 (and these companies are the best 
in the United States) show that they 
paid (luring that, year in losses, etc., 
$20,738,010 87, at an expense to (lie 
companies of $65,007,428 00. 
In other 
words it costs oA’er three dollar» to pay 
one do/lar io the family of a deceased 
policy-holder. 
How much longer will (lie Ameri­ 
can people stand this wholesale sw in­ 
dling ? Thanks to the co-operative sys­ 
tem of Life Insurance now being so 
permanently established in the W es­ 
tern States, and t ho Mutual Aid Asso­ 
ciation on this Coast, the masses are 
beginning to get their eyes openetI and 
the old high-rate companies are losing 
their grip on public attention. 
Every citizen of California 
who 
holds a policy of Life Insurance in 
an Eastern company isa public enemy 
to the State, because lie is helping to 
drain from circulation here the little 
surplus we now have on hand at the 
rate of nix thousand four hundred and 
fo rty dollar.*• ¡ter day. 
Not only is he helping to drain the 
surplus funds from the State, but lie is 
paying three times as much as he 
ought to for the benefits received. 
The State Legislature, in view of this 
official showing of the Life Inan ranee 
companies, would lie perfectly justified 
in prohibiting Eastern companies from 
doing further business in this State.

Regulating Qas Companies. 
rt is singular that with the preva­ 
lent disposition to regulate the rail­ 
roads, no legislator has sought to 
make tame for himself by trying to 
restrict tiie power of the (las Compa­ 
nies to practice extortion on their cus­ 
tomers. There is scarcely a city on the 
Pacific coast, where there has not been 
more or less complaint about the high 
price, and the bad quality of the Gas. 
Eastern cities without half the rea­ 
sons for complaint are asking the in­ 
terference of the State. From the 
New York Times we learn that “ Mr. 
Donohue, an Assemblyman from 
Kings county, has just introduced a 
bill, the chief points of which are that 
the companies of New Y’ork and 
Brooklyn shall not have the right to 
. barge more than two dollars per 
thousand feet for Gas ; that the illumi­ 
nating power shall be equal to sixteen 
candles; that the Mayors of New 
York and Brooklyn shall appoint in­ 
spectors and deputy inspectors, whose 
duty it shall be to make tests at the 
pipes in the different-districts, w ith­ 
out the knowledge of the companies, 
and report the results from time to 
time ; that the expense of m aintaining 
the inspectors shall be equally borne 
by the companies, and that the penal­ 
ty for violating the law shall not be 
less than $250, nor greater than $500, 
for each offense.” Some such regula­ 
tions on the Pacific coast, of course 
varying the price so as to adapt it to 
the different conditions, would save a 
world of grumbling. 


The Proposed City Charter. 
The publication of the amended 
charter in English and Spanish at a 
cost to the city of $105, will prove an 
act of economy, if it invites criticism 
sufficiently strong to compel the Coun­ 
cil to revise their revision. The docu­ 
ment is entirely to verbose. It should 
be reduced considerably, and a few of 
its tangled and somewhat obscure pro­ 
visions straightened out before it is 
passed at Sacramento. It is not nec­ 
essary that the charter should go into 
every detail of government, but the 
powers and duties of each officer and 
branch of the city government should 
be clearly and briefly defined, and leg­ 
islation left, for the City Council. Wc 
suggest that the Council of twelve is 
unwieldy, and that six or perhaps 
eight, two from each ward, would be 
preferable. Better men would be se­ 
lected and the position rendered more 
important. But, whatever is done, 
let It not Interfere with the passage of 
the charter during the present session. 


County Division. 
The citizens of Anaheim held a 
meeting at Fischer’s Hotel on Wednes­ 
day evening and adopted the follow­ 
ing resolutions: 
We, the Committee appointed by 
the Chairman of a mass meeting of 
the citizens of Anaheim and surround­ 
ing country, convened on this 4th day 
of February, 1874, to report resolu­ 
tions expressive of the views and 
sense of the people assembled, do 
hereby report the following for the 
consideration of the meeting : 
W h e r e a s , In view of the memorial 
and petition now being numerously 
signed by the citizens of the southeast­ 
ern portion of Los Angeles county 
praying for a county division, and 
W h e r e a s , W e the people of said 
portion of Los Angeles county, be­ 
lieving and knowing that justice de­ 
mands that w e should be granted our 
prayer for division, anil that our cause 
should be presented and urged until 
final enactment creating the county of 
Orange by all and every honorable 
means in our power to command, 
therefore, be it 
Rc»olved, That we will never cease 
appealing to the good sense of our 
Honorable Legislature until they shall 
have granted to us the boon desired 
by an almost unanimous community. 
Resolved, That to refuse our petition 
in this behalf, would he to subject us 
to innumerable suffering and hard­ 
ships, too intolerable to be borne in 
liatience by freemen. 
Resolved, That our cause be proper­ 
ly canvassed and presented at the pres­ 
ent session; that we do hereby ap­ 
point and delegate Judge W. C. Wise­ 
man of Anaheim, as our agent in the 
premises, to act in all things that we 
m ight or could do in furtherance of 
our memorial and prayer for a new 
county, and that we, the citizens, will 
by contribution raise a fund sufficient 
to defray all needful expenses of our 
agent in the premises. 
T h e r e is a general discussion going 
on among the Han Francisco editors, 
who are out of jail, as to who is the 
greatest blackguard. Leaving out the 
Ciu'onicle and Run, who have placed 
themselves head and shoulders above 
the common herd, the championship of 
the light weights is still undctnnined. 
The row between the Union Pacific 
and connecting railroads, has resulted 
in diverting large quantities of freight 
from the railroad, to the Pacific Mail 
Line. There may be money in this 
kind of an operation, but we imagine 
the Steamship Company will not care 
how long the railroads quarrel. 
The Patrons of Husbandry have a 
Joint Stock Company organized at 
Waterloo, Iowa, which has been run­ 
ning for one year. There has only 
bee i about 50 per cent of the capital 
stock paid in, but the Directors declar­ 
ed a dividend of 100 per cent, which 
shows a good standing as that dividend 
on the whole capital would amount to 
400 per cent per annum. 


The Japa Mines. 
Mr. Thus. McLeavy, of the “ Packet 
Ship” store, informs us that Capt. II. 
P. Eaton arrived in town yesterday 
from the Japa mines. 
The captain 
says Rollins & Co. are taking out from 
$50 to $100 per day in their claim in 
“Smoky Jack Canon.” This canon Is 
about five miles in length, and about 
100 claims have been taken up in it. 
All are said to be doing well, and 
there is plenty of unoccupied ground 
not yet prospected. Next to Rollins 
& Co., as lucky hombres, Capt. Eaton 
mentions Felipe Ochoa & Co., who arc 
making $40 per day to the rocker : La- 
hay A Co., about $50 per day, and Lit­ 
tle, W right & Co., $50 per day to the 
rocker. 
“Summer’s Gulch” is the 
next mining point in importance; 
three miles south of Juarez camp. Mr. 
Summers leads off with an average of 
$50 per day to the roeker—two men 
employed; Layton A Somers, about 
$20 per day to the rocker, and Coggins 
& Co., about an ounce per day. About 
twenty claims are worked in this 
gulch with a fair average yield. Pros­ 
pectors are “going through” the coun­ 
try thoroughly. 
Hill diggins were 
struck on the 1st about four miles 
southeast of the camp which prospect 
from five to twenty-live cents to the 
pan. These arc the highest placers, 
being in the summit of the hills. A 
Frenchman named Matthias, well 
known in town, is said to have struck 
a ne.w ravine about six miles west of 
camp. He brought in some very fine 
dust and reported his claim to pay 
from $10 to $20 per day. 
A regular 
line of stages is now running between 
Han Diego and the mines.—[San Die­ 
go Union. 


The National Grange. 
The National Grange of the Patrons 
of Husbandry met in annual session 
on Wednesday, the 4th, in St. Louis. 
Masters of State Granges from 
thirty-two States and two Territories 
were present, and important business 
was transacted. 1). W. Adams, of 
Iowa, Master of the National Grange 
delivered a lengthy address detailing 
the operations of the year. The pro­ 
ceedings were not given out for publi­ 
cation, and all that Is known of their 
doings is given in the above. 
Commissioner Drummond has pre­ 
pared a letter to Senator Thurman on 
the subject of the proposed cession to 
the Catholic Church of St. James of 
640 acres of land, including the town 
site of Vancouver, W ashington Terri­ 
tory. The church claims this land in 
accordance with its former treaties 
with the Hudson Bay Company. One 
hundred and twenty acres of this tract 
is covered with buildings and claimed 
by the town authorities. If the bill 
introduced by Senator Hitchcock 
should pass, the citizens would all be 
at the mercy of the church, which 
might exact from them such prices for 
lots or rents as It desired. It is re­ 
ported that Commissioner Drum­ 
mond's letter opposes the bill, and sug­ 
gests matters of interest to settlors. 


This and That. 
The capacity of the Santa Clara Tan­ 
nery is 50,000 hides per annum. This 
is the only tannery in the State where 
Angora pelts are tanned with their 
fleece on. Sheep, deer and goat skins 
are also tanned for gloves. 
The first steamer put on the Colorado 
river in 1852 was the General Jessup, a 
small, side-wheel boat. There are 
now four steamers and five barges of 
an aggregate tonnage of 1,424.70 tons, 
and employing about 140 men. 
Hon. John I. Redik, of Omaha, has 
begun suit against the Union Pacific 
Railroad for $100 damages, for causing 
to be published in the Omaha Herald 
an erroneous time-table, by following 
which he missed connections. 
The editor of the Truckee Republi­ 
can having hinted that some one liv­ 
ing in the town was engaged in sheep- 
stealing, wras visited by about half the 
inhabitants, armed with shot-guns, re­ 
volvers and “sich,” all indignantly 
demanding if he meant them. Which 
occasions the editor to remark : “ It 
is an impossibility to edit a local 
newspaper in a town as large and im­ 
portant as Truckee without treading 
on anybody’s corns.” 
John P. Grant, of Canyon creek, 
Trinity county, was lately aroused by 
a knock at his door, and, opening it, 
his nervous system received a slight 
shock upon discovering a bear. He at 
once reached for his gun, but it was 
empty, and before he got it loaded, the 
hear had left in disgust. Next (lay 
Grant, with another man tracked and 
killed the animal, which upon investi­ 
gation, turned out to be a pet bear be­ 
longing to a neighbor. H is motives 
had been misconstrued. 
The California correspondent of the 
American Newspaper Reporter says: 
“ The main point with a large portion 
of the country press of California at 
this time is to ride the crest of the 
great wave of popular enthusiasm 
rolled up by the Grangers, and which 
is to engulf and drown out the power 
of monopolies. The rural editor is 
now supposed to sit at his desk on a 
sack of potatoes, and write his edito­ 
rials with a gray goose quill, on the 
fiat end of a squash; while his office is 
ornamented with sprigs of cauliflower 
and celery, and spades, hoes, man un­ 
forks, etc., arc disposed about with 
pleasing effect.”

An pastern View of Los Angeles. 


A lriend has handed us the following 
letter written by a gentleman lately 
arrived in this city, to an Eastern 
journal: 
Jios A n g k lk s, Jan. 24, 1874. 
E d it o r B a n n e r —I tis now the mid­ 
dle of winter, and y et there lias been 
no day or night, excepting probably a 
few hours when it was raining, th at it 
was not a continual delight to be out 
• of doors. 4. have no use for an over­ 
coat, and have not for a single mo­ 
m ent had a Are in the room where 1 
write till m idnight. After the first 
rains, vegetation sprung up in all di­ 
rections, and sandy plains th a t looked 
us barren as a desert, are clothed iu 
verdure, affording rich pasture for ex­ 
tensive herds of stock. 
The climate is simply delicious. 
It 
will not, as some people think it ought, 
bring to life those already dead with 
consumption, but if there is enough of 
vitality left in a person, it will rein- 
vlgorate their failing energies, and 
breath fresh life into their veins. 
I 
know of numerous cases of incipient 
consumption that have been com­ 
pletely cured, and my wife, whose 
health was seriously undermined by 
the malarious diseases of the Missis­ 
sippi Valley, is fast regaining her 
strength, and is already fifteen pounds 
heavier than she was when we came 
here, or has been in the last two years. 
There is not a day in the year that 
one 
cannot enjoy himself in 
the 
open air. 
On New Year’s day we took 
a horse-back ride into the country, 
staying out all afternoon without a 
wrap or overcoat, and our Christmas 
dinner comprised all the ordinary arti­ 
cles that Illinois furnishes in summer, 
including green peas, fresh tomatoes, 
strawberries, green corn, etc., besides 
oranges and other fruits that you only 
get from other countries. 
The view from one of the hills over­ 
looking the city is grand. 
W ithin 
a few rods of the principal business 
street rises the bold bluff, on which, 
Gen. Pico threw up his earthworks to 
stay the advance of Fremont and his 
adventurous 
troops. 
Stretched at 
length, this soft January day, upon 
the young grass now springing up 
over the old fortification, my eyes rest 
upon tj^e rugged mountain-tops a few 
miles to the left, their crests covered 
with snow, and glittering like dia­ 
monds in the brilliant sunlight. Roll- 
ng away in waves of verdure, the 
beautiful valley of Los Angeles, dot­ 
ted with farms and orchards, spreads 
out before the vision, while just at my 
feet, the city, embowered in orange 
groves and tropical flowers, its streets 
gay with pleasure-seekers, and its cot­ 
tages half hidden in masses of verdure, 
nestles amid its circling hills and re­ 
vels in the fragrance of perennial 
flowers. 
Even here distance lends en­ 
chantment to the scene. The orange 
groves, the olive and the oleander hide 
from view adobe huts, and the mellow 
sunshine, softly tinting the salient 
points of the landscape, is not strong 
enough to bring into prominence the 
want of sidewalks and crossings, that 
is so painfully manifest to the eastern 
visitor, when he sets out to inspect the 
lown from a nearer point of view. 
But the city is improving in all res­ 
pects, and with a few more years of 
growth, and a little greater influx of 
eastern capital and enterprise, it will 
rank as the most attractive city on the 
Pacific Coast. 
Already it is the resort 
of thousands who come here to enjoy 
the incomparable climate, and a large 
per centage of them are staying. Their 
presence is shown by the increased 
taste displayed in private buildings, 
and in the adornment of the yards and 
gardens. There is room for thousands 
more like them. Not more than one- 
flfth of the land around the city that 
can be watered by a proper system, is 
under irrigation, and but a beginning 
has been made in the cultivation of the 
semi-tropical fruits. 
The attractions of a mild climate, 
where tender house-plants grow in the 
open air, where one can surround him ­ 
self the whole year with a wilderness 
of fruLts and flowers, and where these 
very pleasures can be made a source of 
continual profit, can not help but 
bring us a population that will make 
this valley as near a paradise as earth­ 
ly homes are allowed to be. 
I would not, however, advise any 
one to come here that has not some 
capital to begin on. To begin the cul­ 
ture of Fruit, one must have the mon­ 
ey to buy his land, and improve it, and 
enough to live on for a few years, 
while his trees are growing; and even 
to pursue ordinary farming, something 
to make a start on, and keep going in 
case of a failure of crops, is necessary. 
Grape culture for the past year has 
not proven 
profitable, but this is 
caused more by the way it has been 
managed, than by any other cause. 
Until lately little care has been exer­ 
cised in selecting the varieties for 
planting. Tnose going into the bu­ 
siness knew little of wine-making, 
and many depended wholly on selling 
their grapes to those who keep presses. 
It is m y opinion that wine-making 
will settle down into a regular busin­ 
ess, and that with more knowledge of 
the treatment of the vine, its culture 
will be uniformly profitable. Beo cul­ 
ture is one of the most profitable bu­ 
sinesses followed here. 
The honey 
produced is of a superior quality; 
ihere is a ready market for it, and the 
price is good. 
Bees work the whole 
year, increase rapidly, and have but 
few enemies. 
It takes less capital too, 
than many other occupations, und one 
can at the same time improve his place 
and surround himself with home com­ 
forts. Tobacco is easily raised and Is 
a very profitable crop. The castor bean 
nourishes, and finds a ready sale, the 
Pacific Oil Company contracting for 
the crop in advance, at $75 per ton. 
The plant becomes a tree here, and I 
have seen them fifteen feet high, and 
six inches in diameter, the trunk be­ 
ing as hard and solid as an ash sap­ 
ling. 
Sheep raising is also very pro­ 
fitable, and large quantities of wool 
are shipped. The mild climate ren­ 
ders shelter and extra care unnecessa­ 
ry, and the increase is very rapid and 
certain. 
In some locations vegetables 
and corn are raised, that in size and 
quantity to the acre, would make even 
an Illinois farmer look wild; but the 
profitable farming is in the cultivation 
of fruits. The price is good, the yield 
large and reliable, and after the trees 
are once firmly established the labor 
of taking care of them is trifling. The 
limited area of country adapted to the 
production of these fruits, will always 
nave a tendency to keep up the price, 
and the prospect is that the increase 
of population on the coast will more 
than keep pace with the production.
